Mulroney and

Brian Mulroney, whose tough decisions did not make 
him Canada’s most beloved prime minister, was none¬ 
theless a master at free trade. 

He and then-U.S. president Ronald Reagan not only 
sang the same tune — When Irish Eyes Are Smiling — 
but they were also in sync when it came to the need for 
a bilateral trade agreement 

Last week, while U.S. President Barack Obama and 
Republican candidate Mitt Romney thrashed it out in 
their first televised debate, Mulroney was at Toronto’s 
Royal Ontario Museum reflecting on Thursday's 25th 
anniversary of his most notable accomplishment, the 
signing of the Canada-U.S. Free Trade Agreement 

It was an ideological shift changet It forced the U.S. 
to relinquish some of its formidable power within its 
entrenched trade protocol, and was a precursor to the 
North American Free Trade Agreement 

As Mulroney put it, he had one main goal in his trade 
negotiations with the U.S.: “If there was no dispute 
settlement process,” he said, “there was no deal." 

The success of the FTA cannot be denied, as evi¬ 
denced by positive growth statistics the anti-fine trade 
crowd warned would never materialize to benefit 

Howwrong they were. 

Trouble is, time moves on and global economies 
change, all while free trade under Canada’s often tariff- 
heavy thought process has remained effectively static. 

It’s not thinking with a 21st-century mindset, and 
Mulroney agrees. 

"Conventional rules for trade and investment that 
carried us through the last half of the 20th century will 
not be sufficient," he said. 

“What many emerging markets have in common is 
the extent to which the ‘visible’ hand of government is 
directing economic policy. 

“The challenges are daunting,” he said, “but the 
opportunities are enormous (and) tangible moves to 
more open trade and investment are still the best tonics 
for the global economy.” 

$1 million in goods and services are exchanged 
between Canada and the United States. 

But it is the emerging markets that must now be 
exploited. 

Canada, for example, is no longer on the list of the top 
10 global trading nations. 

This, said Mulroney, must be rectified. And he is not 
wrong.

Myth and reality in immigration system 


\l\f ill immigrants collect Old Age 

V V Security after only three years? 
The short answer is no. 

For several years now, Canadians 
have been concerned about Bill C-428, 

An Act to amend the Old Age Security 
Act (residency requirement), which 
proposed to shorten the waiting time for 
immigrants applying for Old Age Security 
from 10 years to three. However, this bill 
was not passed into law, and is not under 
consideration. 

A few facts on Parliamentary procedure 
are in order. When a bill is introduced to 
the House of Commons, it is given a C- 
(House of Commons) number and placed 
on the Order Paper, which is the agenda 
for that session of Parliament. When 

the House of Commons, debated, and 
eventually voted on by the Members of 
Parliament. When Parliament is dissolved 
as the result of an election all bills on 
the Order Paper die. Any bill which has 
not been given Royal Assent can be 
reintroduced in subsequent sessions 
of Parliament, but must go through 
the process again. If a dead bill is not 
reintroduced, it stays dead. 

Ruby Dhalla (Liberal), of Brampton- 
Springdale, introduced Bill C-428 as a 
Private Member’s Bill in June 2009 in 
the 40th Parliament. The bill died on 



the Order Paper when Parliament was 
dissolved for the 2011 election. It has not 
been reintroduced. 

elected for Brampton-Springdale 2011, 
Ruby Dhalla was no longer the Member of 
Parliament, and would not be sponsoring 
anymore Private Member’s Bills. Bill 
C-428 is dead, and shall remain so. 

Each time Parliament is formed after 
an election, the numbers for bills restart. 
As of the 41st Parliament, the current 
Bill C-428, Indian Act Amendment and 
Replacement Act, is totally different from 
C-428 in the 40th Parliament. 

Unfortunately, e-mails still circulate 
advising voters to contact their MPs to 
vote against this dead bill. These e-mails 
are out of date, and do nothing more than 
upset people over a non-issue.

But last week Niagara com¬ 
munity services commissioner 
Katherine Chislett said the 
province made a mistake cal¬ 
culating the funds, meaning 
Niagara will only lose 52% of 
its funding. 

That's a cut of $2.6 million, 
instead of $4.2 million as origi¬ 
nally feared. 

“It’s like instead of being 
really, drastically, horribly 
bad, now it’s just really bad,” 
she said. 

Chislett said a letter the 
province sent to the Region 
explained the original figures 


but said some of the num¬ 
bers were derived from data 
“inaccuracies.” 

She said the new figures 

news still, but not the catastro¬ 
phe they were before. 

"It’s still bad, because ter¬ 
minating the Community 
Start-Up program is not a good 
thing," she said. 

The news came on the 
heels of Welland MPP Cindy 
Forster criticizing the govern¬ 
ing Liberals at Queen’s Park 
Tuesday for chopping the 

The start-up fund is typi¬ 
cally drawn on by people in 
need who require assistance 
to cover last month’s rent or 
emergency expenses like pest 
control, funerals or moving. 
It’s good for about $799 per 
month. 

As of January, though, it will 
be eliminated in favour of a 
new funding structure. 

Minister and St. Catharines 


MPP Jim Bradley said in an 
e-mail that while the 2012 
budget does drop the start-up 
fund, the new consolidated 
funding pot that replaces it 
gives the Region more control. 

“This change will give 
municipalities more flexibility 
to address their unique local 
needs,” he said. 

And, he said, the province 
has taken a large chunk of the 
Region’s social service spend¬ 
ing onto its own shoulders, to 
the tune of $54 million in 2012. 

Forster, an NDP member, 

model spreads half the fund¬ 
ing out among more people. 
She said extending the fund¬ 
ing to the working poor leaves 
less in the pot for Niagara’s 
neediest. 

“It is going to severely hand¬ 
icap and negatively impact the 
most vulnerable in the Niagara 
region,” she said. 

Forster said it costs less to 

every few years than to keep 
people in homeless shelters or 
the hospital. She said the prov¬ 


ince needs to take a closer look 
at the homelessness problem. 

“I don’t think that looking 
after homelessness and hous¬ 
ing is something the munici¬ 
pal ratepayer should have to 
take on. It’s a provincial issue,” 
she said. 

Rob Cammaert, a long- 

worker at Community Care 
St. Catharines and Thorold, 
said he can see the funding 
change leaving more vulner¬ 
able people turning to home¬ 
less shelters. 

“It’s really piling upon 
people that don’t have a good 
situation to begin with,” he 
said. “If there are no places 
for people to go, I don't know 
what’s going to happen." 

And YWCA Niagara 
executive director Elisabeth 
Zimmermann said the loss of 
the fund will make it harder for 
people to leave shelters. That 
in turn makes it harder for new 
people to get in, she said.
